Faubus outlined his proposal to

The program would call for a 


SfiO million bond issue. The col- 
leges' construction funds would 
come from this. 


A total of $13 million would 


come from surplus revenue and 
increased collections from use tax 
to be brought about by removal 
01%'xcmptions to this tax, Faubus 
said. The other $3 million would 
come from various other funds, 


Under his bond proposal, no 


bonds would be sold unless reve- 
nues showed increases over the 
previous year. The bond issue 
would be set up over a four-year 
period, with the first $20 million 
to be issued tin's July 1. 


Faubus said he would sign bills 


loJighten up on use tax exemp- 
tioTis and veto companion meas- 
ures to extend those exemptions 
to the sales tax. 


Under Faubus' proposal, the 


State Hospital would get $12 mil- 
lion and the Children's Colony $4 
million. 


Faubus' plan is a substitute for 


a $52 million bond issue proposal 
which would have financed con- 
struction at the University, state 
efccgcs, State Hospital and Chil- 
dren's Colony. This proposal, to

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Attorney 


Gen. Frank Holt, in an opinion 
to Greene County Judge Chester 
C. Shirley, ruled Monday that a 
1953 
statute exempting disabled 


veterans

taxes does not exempt them from 
municipal, court and school ad 
valorem taxes. 


The ruling said disabled vet- 


erans do not have to pay state 
taxes on real or personal prop- 
erty.

Softening the outside lines of

A New York specialist in large 


indoor plantings for business and 
industry, C. Kind & Co.. holds that 
"most architects, decorators and 
builders are agreed that carefully 
selected and properly potted live 
plants 
are 
essential 
to 
add 


warmth to modern interiors." 


Florists have pushed the spread 


of plants from home to office. 


Clay pot makers say 
potted 


plants made up one-fourth of all 
retail florist dollar sales m 1959 
and one third in J9GO. 


But much of the growth in re- 


tail sales of plants in recent years 
has rome from the mushrooming 
of roadside garden 
stores 
and 


self-service plant department in 
supermarkets and variety stores.
